MINUTES  OF  TOWN  MEETING 


MARCH  14,  1989 


The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Moderator  John  J. 
Colony,  III  at  10:00  AM. 

The  Warrant  was  read  and  the  polls  opened  under 
Article  1. 

ARTICLE  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Officers  for  the 
year  ensuing.   The  meeting  stood  at  recess  until  7:05PM 
when  called  to  order  again.   The  Rev.  Richard  Hardy 
opened  the  meeting  with  a  prayer.   The  moderator 
continued  the  meeting  under  Article  1.

ARTICLE  3.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $893.00  in  support  of  the 
Monadnock  Family  and  Mental  Health  Services. 

A  motion  was  made  to  accept  Article  3  as  read;  passed 
unan  imous 1 y . 
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ARTICLE  4.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  of  $3,000.00  in  support  of  the 
services  of  Home  Health  Care  and  Community  Services, 
with  $500.00  going  immediately  for  membership  fee  and 
the  rest  paid  as  it  is  used. 

A  motion  was  made  to  accept  Article  4  as  read;  passed 
unanimo  u  s 1 y . 

ARTICLE  5.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sura  of  $1,430.00  as  the  Town's  share  for 
the  studies  and  operations  of  the  Southwestern  New 
Hampshire  Regional  Planning  Commission. 

A  motion  was  made  to  accept  Article  5  as  read;  passed 
unanimously. 

ARTICLE  6.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $200.00  for  the  support  of  the 
Grand  Monadnock  Arts  Council. 

A  motion  was  made  to  accept  Article  6  as  read;  passed. 

ARTICLE  7.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,754.50  as  the  Town's  share  of 
the  operating  budgets  of  the  149-M  District  and  53-B 
Subdistrict  Regional  Refuse  Disposal  District  approved 
by  the  Town  under  Article  3  -  1985  Town  Meeting. 

A  motion  was  made  to  accept  Article  7  as  read.  Lou 
Carey  explained  that  participation  in  these 
organizations  will  qualify  Harrisville  for  state  and 
federal  funds  later  on,  and  that  the  fee  is  assessed  on 
a  per  capita  basis. 

Article  7  passed  unanimously. 

ARTICLE  8.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  apply  for,  negotiate  for,  contract  for, 
accept  and  do  all  things  necessary  to  obtain  such 
Federal,  State,  or  other  assistance  (financial  or 
otherwise)  as  may  be  available  to  the  To wn . ( RS A3  1 : 9 5  - b )  . 

A  motion  was  made  to  accept  Article  8  as  read;  passed. 

ARTICLE  9.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  create  an 
expendable  general  fund  trust  under  the  provisions  of 
RSA  31:19-a,  to  be  known  as  the  Recycling  Fund,  for  the 
purpose  of  acquiring  equipment  for  the  Recycling  Center 
and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $417.71  toward 
this  purpose. 

A  motion  was  made  to  accept  Article  9  as  read.   Lou 
Carey  gave  an  informative  report  on  the  current  status 
of  Ha r r i s V i 1 1 e ' s  recycling  program.  Well  deserved 
recognition  was  given  to  the  volunteers  that  make  the 
program  possible.  Marilyn  St  Peter  explained  that  the 
amount  of  money  is  what  we  have  received  from  the  sale 
of  aluminum  cans,  that  we  cannot  use  the  money  until  we 
create  this  fund. 

Article  9  was  passed  unanimously. 
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ARTICLE  10.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
a  p  p,r  opriate  the  sum  of  $52,500.00  for  Capital  Reserve  to 
be  allocated  as  follows:   Highway  Equipment  -  15,000.00, 
Dump  Closing  -  10,000.00,  Fire  Equipment  -  15,000.00, 
Police  Cruiser  -  2,500.00,  and  Highway  Building 
Reconstruction/  Renovation  -  10,000.00.    (RSA  35:1) 

A  motion  was  made  to  accept  Article  10  as  read; 
passed  . 

ARTICLE  11.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  expand 
immediately  the  mandatory  recycling  as  voted  upon  at 
Town  Meeting  1988,  to  include  glass  and  plastic.   The 
purpose  being  to  extend  the  usefulness  of  the  Solid 
Waste  Disposal  Facility  for  a  year. 

A  motion  was  made  to  accept  Article  11  as  read.   A 
positive  discussion  in  support  of  recycling  ensued. 

Article  11  passed  unanimously. 

ARTICLE  12.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  set  fines  for  violations  of  the 
Landfill  regulations. 

A  motion  was  made  to  accept  Article  12  as  read; 
passed. 

ARTICLE  13.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  set  tipping  fees  for  the  Landfill. 

A  motion  was  made  to  accept  Article  13  as  read. 
General  concern  was  expressed  that  these  fees  be 
affordable . 

Article  13  passed. 

ARTICLE  14.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  reaffirm 
the  Town's  position  as  adopted  at  Town  Meeting  1977 
concerning  the  relocation  of  Route  10  1.   That  position 
being:   That  the  Town  of  Harrisville  will  oppose  any 
relocation  of  Route  10  1  which  may  pass  through  the  Town 
of  Harrisville  and  will  use  any  and  all  legal  means  to 
preven  t  it. 

A  motion  was  made  to  accept  Article  14  a  read;  passed 
unanimous  1 y . 

ARTICLE  15.   Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the 
Growth  Management  Ordinance  amendment  to  the  existing 
Town  of  Harrisville  Zoning  Ordinance  as  proposed  by  the 
Planning  Board?    (Vote  by  official  ballot.) 

A  motion  was  made  to  accept  Article  15  as  read. 

Results  of  ballot  vote  as  follows:

Article  15  passed. 


ARTICLE  16.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the 
current  National  Fire  Protection  Association's  Life 
Safety  Code  101  of  1981.   This  version  updates  the  code 
adopted  by  the  Town  at  Town  Meeting  1974.   This  code 


deals  with  life  safety  from  fire  and  like  emergencies. 
It  covers  construction,  protection,  and  occupancy 
features  to  minimize  danger  to  life  from  fire,  smoke, 
fumes,  or  panic  before  the  buildings  are  vacated.    It 
specifies  the  number,  size,  and  arrangement  of  exit 
facilities  sufficient  to  permit  prompt  escape  of 
occupants  from  buildings  or  structures  in  case  of  fire 
or  other  conditions  dangerous  to  life.    However,  private 
homes  are  excluded.   This  code  gives  the  local  authority 
the  jurisdiction. 

A  motion  was  made  to  accept  Article  16  as  read; 
passed  . 

ARTICLE  17.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $97,065.00  for  the  purchase  of  a 
new  John  Deere  672B  Motor  Grader;  furthermore,  to 
authorize  the  withdrawal  of  said  sum  from  the  Highway 
Equipment  Capital  Reserve  Fund  and  the  trade-in  of  the 
current  grader. 

A  motion  was  made  to  accept  Article  17  as  read; 
passed  . 

ARTICLE  18.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $15,627.52  for  the  purchase  of  a 
police  cruiser,  a  1989  Chevrolet  Blazer  that  meets  state 
specifications;  furthermore,   to  authorize  the  withdrawal 
of  said  sum  from  the  Police  Cruiser  Capital  Reserve 
Fund.    Furthermore,   to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell 
the  existing  cruiser.

A  motion  was  made  to  accept  Article  19  as  read;  passed 
unanimously. 
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ARTICLE  21.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $12,500.00  for  purchase  of  an 
I . B . M . - c om pa t i b 1 e  computer  and  software,  for  assessing 
and  office  use. 

A  motion  was  made  to  accept  Article  2L  as  read.  It  was 
explained  that  $5,000  is  for  the  computer  itself,  and 
$7,500  is  for  the  data  prepared  by  Avitar  and  the 
software  to  run  it. 

Article  21  passed. 
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ARTICLE  24.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,000.00  for  the  purpose  of 
developing  a  Water  Resource  Protection  Plan,  to  be 
included  as  part  of  the  Master  Plan  as  authorized  by 
R.S . A.  4-C: 22 . 
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A  motion  was  made  to  accept  Article  24  as  read. 
Jay  Jacobs  explained  what  would  be  included  in  this 
study  and  that  it  would  give  the  planning  board  a 
valuable  tool  for  assessing  future  planning. 
Article  24  passed  unanimously. 

ARTICLE  25.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  eliminate 
the  Office  of  Town  Constable. 

A  motion  was  made  to  pass  Article  25  as  read;  passed 
unan  imous 1 y . 

ARTICLE  26.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  that  the 

Road  Agent  shall  be  appointed  yearly  by  the  Selectmen, 

rather  than  to  be  elected  by  ballot.   (Vote  by  ballot.) 

A  motion  was  made  to  accept  Article  26  as  read. 
Results  of  the  ballot  vote  as  follows:

ARTICLE  27.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind 
the  amount  of  $15,000.00  of  bond  au thor i za t i on  unissued.

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  general  purpose 
financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Harrisville,  New  Hampshire 
for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1989,  we  considered  the  Town's 
internal  control  structure  to  determine  our  auditing  procedures 
for  the  purpose  of  expressing  an  opinion  on  the  financial 
statements  and  not  to  provide  assurance  on  the  internal  control 
structure. 

However,  during  our  audit  we  became  aware  of  several  matters 
that  are  opportunities  for  strengthening  internal  controls  and 
operating  efficiency.  The  memorandum,  that  accompanies  this 
letter  summarizes  our  comments  and  suggestions  regarding  those 
matters.  We  previously  reported  on  the  Town's  internal  control, 
structure  in  our  report  dated  January  8,  1990.  This  letter  does 
not  affect  that  report  or  our  report  on  the  general  purpose 
financial  statements  dated  January  8,  1990. 

We  are  available  to  discuss  these  comments  and  suggestions 
in  detail  should  you  so  desire.

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Cash  Receipts 

While  performing  the  audit  we  observed  undeposited  cash 
receipts  stored  in  unlocked  desk  drawers.  Although  the  amounts 
were  not  large  this  practice  unnecessarily  exposes  the  Town  to 
loss  of  the  receipts  through  theft  or  accidental  destruction.  We 
urge  that  undeposited  receipts  be  placed  in  the  Town's 
safekeeping  equipment  prior  to  deposit. 

Tax  Receipts  -  Supporting  Docximentation 

We  were  unable  to  determine  that  entries  in  the  tax 
collector's  cash  book  were  supported  by  an  adequate  paper  trail. 
We  have  provided  the  tax  collector  with  a  detailed  recommendation 
in  this  area. 

Accounting  Software 

We  were  pleased  to  note  that  the  Town  has  acquired  a 
personal  computer  for  office  use.  We  urge  that  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  the  Treasurer  jointly  investigate  the  acquisition 
of  an  accounting  software  package. 

Payroll  Records 

Federal  forms  W-4  and  1-9  were  unavailable  during  the  audit 
period.  Federal  law  requires  that  form  W-4  be  completed  by  each 
employee  and  kept  on  file.  Federal  law  also  requires  that  any 
individual  who  was  added  to  the  payroll  after  November  6,  1986, 
must  file  a  form  1-9  which  must  be  kept  by  the  Town.  We  urge 
that  these  records  be  updated  and  maintained  on  file.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Town  of  Harrisville,  like  many  communities  in  our  state,  finds 
itself  increasingly  dealing  with  the  issue  of  growth.   The 
Conservation  Commission  continues  to  be  actively  involved  in  a 
natural  resource  advisory  capacity  with  the  various  town  boards  in 
determining  the  town's  future. 

Once  again,  we  began  the  year  with  a  successful  roadside  cleanup 
in  April.   This  year,  the  roadside  cleanup  falls  on  the  same 
weekend  as  the  twentieth  anniversary  of  Earthday.   Earthday  1990 
will  be  an  international  event  focusing  attention  on  the 
environment,  and  we  will  be  celebrating  this  day  with  such 
activities  as  the  roadside  cleanup. 

The  task  force  committee  on  the  Land  Conservation  Investment 
Program  submitted  an  application  for  the  purchase  of  an  easement 
on  land  abutting  the  Eliza  Adams  Gorge,  and  that  application 
received  preliminary  approval  from  the  state  LCIP  board.   The 
application  is  in  doubt  because  of  a  softening  in  the  real  estate 
market,  upon  which  the  original  value  of  the  easement  was  based. 
The  task  force  committee  remains  active  on  this  project,  and  is 
also  working  on  a  project  to  protect  the  Nubanusit  Brook 
watershed. 

This  summer  we  sponsored  a  walk  along  that  portion  of  the 
Monadnock-Sunapee  Greenway  trail  that  runs  through  Harrisville. 
There  was  a  lot  of  interest  in  this  walk,  and  we'll  probably  make 
it  an  annual  event. 

Barbara  Watkins  stepped  down  this  year  from  her  post  as  chairman 
of  the  Conservation  Commission,  after  long  service  in  that 
capacity.   Her  hard  work  has  helped  create  a  vital  and  active 
Conservation  Commission,  and  we  would  like  to  recognize  and  thank 
her  for  this  contribution.   She  remains,  we  hope,  a  life  long 
member  of  the  commission. 

We  look  forward  to  working  with  the  town  boards  towards  the  mutual 
goal  of  maintaining  the  quality  of  life  in  Harrisville,  and  we 
thank  the  community  for  their  support  and  encouragement.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  FOR  1989 

Last  March  at  Town  Meeting,  when  I  reported  to  you  a  very  heavy 
emergency  response  figure  for  the  first  quarter  of  1989,  I  also  indicated 
that  if  we  continued  to  operate  at  the  same  level  throughout  the  year,  we 
would  undoubtedly  surpass  our  1988  responses.  A  careful  analysis  of  the 
statistical  summary  on  the  next  page  will  indicate  in  numbers  just  how  busy 
the  year  was  -  and  the  continued  variety  of  emergencies  involved. 

What  isn't  reflected  is  the  complexities  of  some  of  those  calls,  and 
length  of  time  needed  to  handle  them.  A  factor  not  reflected  is  the 
dedication  and  loyalty  of  the  32  men  and  women  who  made  up  the  membership. 
Included  in  that  group  are  eight  new  firefighters  who  completed  their  30 
hour  training  program  in  the  spring.  You  should  also  know  that  members 
accumulated  over  900  volunteer  man  hours  in  monthly  training  sessions, 
Meadowood  Fire  School,  New  Members  Training  and  numerous  Emergency  Medical 
classes.  Your  Chief  and  five  other  members  also  attended  the  State  Fire 
Fighters  Convention  last  fall. 

It  also  seems  appropriate  to  point  out  here,  that  while  many  of  our 
neighboring  towns  are  experiencing  difficult  times  in  mounting  adequate 
response  crews  (especially  during  daytime  working  hours).  We  have  been 
extremely  fortunate  in  having  excellent  manpower  responses  —  13  for  overall 
calls  (excluding  medical  emergencies)  and  12  during   working  hours! 

Our  most  serious  fire  was  on  October  8th  at  the  Hollis  Parker 
residence  in  Chesham.  I  am  happy  to  report  that  in  spite  of  finding  a  very 
difficult  fire  condition  upon  arrival,  we  were  able  to  make  a  good  'stop', 
and  managed  to  save  a  good  portion  of  the  structure.  At  this  fire  we 
received  mutual  aid  help  from  Dublin,  Hancock,  Marlborough  and  Peterborough. 

One  facet  of  our  operation  that  needs  to  be  highlighted  is  the 
activity  of  our  Rescue  Squad.  Emergency  medical  calls  (34)  were  up  over 
the  number  in  1988.  Add  to  this  the  fact  that  the  Rescue  responds  to  ALL 
other  emergencies  as  a  support  vehicle,  and  one  can  see  the  importance  of 
this  piece  of  apparatus,  and  the  people  who  are  trained  to  operate  it  and 
the  related  medical/ rescue  equipment.  It  is  in  this  area,  however,  that 
OUR  GREATEST  NEED  LIES!  Simply  put,  we  need  additional  men  and  women  who 
would  be  willing  to  be  trained  as  emergency  medical  technicians!  Anyone 
interested  should  contact  me  or  one  of  the  Squad  members.   Do  it  NOW! 

Finally,  a  word  about  the  Department  budget,  especially  as  it  relates 
to  the  purchase  of  equipment.  The  actual  figures  for  last  year  reflect  a 
"no  frills"  budget  which,  though  full  of  'surprises' ,  still  enabled  the 
purchase  of  $4,000  in  badly  needed  equipment.  Included  were  5  new  sets  of 
protective  clothing  which  met  all  NFPA  1500  mandated  safety  requirements. 
To  stay  within  the  original  budget,  I  had  to  forego  purchasing  six  new  radio 
pagers  ($2,025)  which  were  badly  needed.  I'm  happy  to  report,  however,  that 
the  Fire  Company  members  purchased  these  pagers,  and  $5,400  of  additional 
equipment  (Air  Rescue  Bags,  Vests,  Winch,  medical  supplies)  which  was  given 
to  the  town,  thus  in  effect  saving  tax  dollars. 

I'm  truly  grateful  for  the  on-going  financial  help  of  the  Company 
members  -  and  everyone  who  supports  their  fund-raising  activities.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

AND 
STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

During  calendar  year  1989,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  experienced  an 
average  number  of  wildfires.  The  three  leading  causes  of  these  wildfires 
were  fires  kindled  without  a  fire  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden, 
children  and  debris  burning  fires  that  escaped  control.  All  these  causes  are 
preventable,  but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  your  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire 
prevention.  By  New  Hampshire  State  Law  (RSA  224:27b),  "No  person,  firm 
or  corporation  shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be  kindled  any  fire  or  bum  or  cause 
to  be  burned  any  material,  except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow, 
without  first  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden 
of  the  town  where  the  burning  is  to  be  done."  Verbal  permits  are  needed 
when  snow  cover  exists. 

Violations  of  RSA  224:27  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $1,000  and/or  a 
year  in  jail  and  you  are  also  liable  for  pa3n[ng  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  assisted  mamy 
towns  in  wildland  fire  suppression  during  1989  including  several  large 
fires  in  Allenstown,  Alton,  Chesterfield,  Concord  areeis,  as  well  as  the  100 
acre  fire  on  Mt.  Belknap  in  Gilford.

The  adjoining  map  with  an  open  trapezoid  shows  limits 
of  our  Historic  District  with  fifty-seven  old  houses  and 
mill  structures  in  groups  ranging  from  the  ITTO's  to  the 
1870's,  which  represent  the  zone  from  which  our 
applications  have  to  come,  via  the  Selectmen''s  Office. 
They  must  reach  the  Commission  at  least  ten  days  before 
our  monthly  meeting.   The  Town  Library  has  a  reserved 
file  with  national  and  local  guidelines  for  such 
applications,  as  cited  in  last  year's  report;   and  a 
recent  Position  Paper  regarding  the  topic  of  modern 
sky-lights.   Each  application  must  be  signed  and  with 
details  of  prposed  requests. 

The  Harrisville  Historic  District  Commissioners  are 
nominated  residents  who  serve  rotating  three-year  terms, 
under  oath  and  without  pay.

Topographically,   the  adjoining  map 
slopes  of  the  Monadnock  Highlands  at  the  center  of 
Harrisville,  with  the  natural  flow  of  Nubanusit  Brook  to 
the  East,  the  stream  used  by  the  early  settlers  for  mill 
work,  as  it  joins  the  Contoocook  River  in  the  Merrimack 
watershed.   Westward  lies  the  Connecticut  watershed, 
where  the  flow  from  Silver  Lake  comes  near  the  Chesham 
railroad  station.   Not  far  away,  in  Northfield  and 
Deerfield,  the  French  and  the  Indians  raided  settlements 
of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony  and  took  captives  to 
Canada  in  the  1700's.   Many  of  the  settlers  crossed  the 
Atlantic  to  Boston,  joining  the  colonies,  some  in 
regional  groups,  English,  Scottish,  and  Irish. 

Technologically   the  tools  and  their  use  reflect 
British  and  other  European  practice,  which  came  with 
imported  animals  and  plants.   Military  experience  is  also 
evident  in  the  seaward  fortresses,  from  the  Spanish  in 
Florida,  and  the  French  at  Louisburg  and  Ticonderoga,  and 
the  British.   Their  cultural  center  at  Philadelphia 
disseminated  current  British  building  standards  for  many 
estates  and  municipalities 

Historically,  while  the  French  had  had  successes  along 
the  Ohio  River  and  inland,  Wolfe's  Redcoats,  Black  Watch, 
and  Colonials  completely  defeated  the  French  at  the 
Plains  of  Abraham,  in  Quebec.   They  soon  set  fire  to  Fort 
Ticonderoga,  surrendered  Montreal,  and  withdrew 
elsewhere.   The  battle  at  Quebec  was  the  most  important 
of  the  French  and  Indian  Wars,  and  one  of  the  crucial 
battles  in  history  for  North  America.   The  growth  of  the 
town  of  Harrisville  in  the  1880's,  after  the  American 
Revolution,  as  Twitchell's  Village  earlier,  probably 
tells  of  the  completion  of  the  Erie  Canal  in  1825,  since 
many  farmers  and  others  sought  the  fertile  lands  of  the 
West,  of  the  new  railroad  eastward,  by  the  1860's,  and 
the  War  Between  the  States.   The  lines  from  the  H.G. 
Wells  book,  "The  Outline  of  History",  ring  true  today  as 
in  the  past,  specifically,  "Human  history  becomes  more 
and  more  a  race  between  education  and  catastrophe

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PLANNING  BOARD  ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  first  half  of  1989  saw  the  Board  reviewing  a 
large  number  of  subdivision  proposals.   However, 
by  the  second  half  of  the  year,  subdivision 
activity  slowed  down  and  the  Board  finally  had 
time  to  talk  about  planning  issues. 

We  have  begun  a  review  of  the  Master  Plan  which 
V7ill  emphasize  greater  citizen  involvement  and 
to  reflect  changes  in  the  way  people  want  to  see 
our  Town  grow.   When  the  Master  Plan  up-date  is 
completed,  the  Board  will  begin  to  address 
zoning  issues  based  on  the  Master  Plan.   The 
Southwest  Regional  Planning  Commission  is 
working  on  a  Water  Resource  Management  Plan, 
which  we  voted  to  expend  money  for  at  last 
year's  Town  Meeting. 

Anyone  wishing  to  be  on  the  Planning  Board's 
meeting  Agenda  is  reminded  to  contact  the  Board 
in  writing  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  the  meeting. 
In  addition,  anyone  wishing  to  have  an 
application  for  a  subdivision  or  lot  line 
adjustment  placed  on  the  meeting  agenda,  should 
submit  the  application,  all  applicable 
information  and  fees  fifteen  (15)  days  prior  to 
the  regular  meeting  date.

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ZONING  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 

Report  to  the  Town  of  Harrisville 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1989 


In  1989,  the  Board  held  eight  public  hearings, 
including  one  joint  hearing  with  the  Planning  Board, 
concerning  ten  applications.   This  is  increased 
activity  compared  to  the  five  applications  considered 
the  previous  year.   A  summary  of  the  cases  follows: 

One  Special  Exception  allowing  cluster  housing  in  the 
General  Residential  District  was  granted.   Two 
Variances  allowing  construction  closer  than  75  feet 
from  the  high  water  mark  were  granted  in  the  Lakeside 
District.   Two  Variances  allowing  a  reduction  in 
frontage  requirements  were  granted  in  the  General 
Residential  District.   Two  Variances  allowing 
construction  on  lots  smaller  than  2  acres  were  granted 
in  the  General  Residential  District.   A  Variance 
allowing  construction  on  a  lot  less  than  3  5,000  square 
feet  was  denied  in  the  Lakeside  District.   An  appeal 
for  a  Variance  from  setback  regulations  within  the 
Village  District  was  withdrawn.   An  appeal  for  a 
Variance  from  the  Wetlands  regulations  has  been  tabled. 

Everyone  should  know  that  they  can  make  appeals  to  the 
Board  in  three  instances.    Application  forms  are 
available  from  the  Town  Clerk.   Generally  an  appeal  is 
hear  about  3  weeks  after  an  application  is  received. 
The  Board  does  not  have  a  regular  schedule  of  meetings. 

APPEAL  FROM  AN  ADMINISTRATIVE  DECISION: 

If  you  have  been  denied  a  building  permit  or  are 
aggrieved  by  some  other  decision  regarding  the 
administration  of  Town  zoning  ordinances,  and  you 
believe  the  decision  was  made  in  error,  you  may  appeal 
the  decision  to  the  Board  of  Adjustment.   You  will  need 
to  demonstrate  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  that 
the  decision  was  made  in  error. 

APPEAL  FOR  A  SPECIAL  EXCEPTION: 

Certain  sections  of  the  zoning  ordinances  provide  for 
particular  uses  of  property  by  Special  Exception  only. 
Special  Exceptions  may  be  granted  if  specified 
conditions  are  met,  if  the  specific  site  is  deemed 
appropriate  for  the  proposed  use,  if  the  Board  finds 
that  the  proposed  use  will  not  adversely  affect  the 
area,  and  meets  other  requirements  of  the  zoning 
ordinances. 
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APPEAL  FOR  A  VARIANCE: 

A  Variance  is  an  authorization  to  use  your  property  in 
a  way  that  is  not  permitted  under  the  strict  terms  of 
the  zoning  ordinances.   In  considering  wether  a 
Variance  may  be  granted  the  Board  must  consider  all 
five  of  the  following  issues: 

1.  The  proposed  change  must  not  diminish 
surrounding  property  values. 

2 .  The  proposed  change  is  not  contrary  to  the 
spirit  of  the  ordinance. 

3.  Granting  the  Variance  would  benefit  the  public 
interest. 

4 .  Granting  the  Variance  would  do  substantial 
justice,  provide  reasonable  relief  to  the  owner, 
and  is  the  minimum  necessary  for  the  reasonable 
use  of  the  property. 

5.  Denial  of  the  Variance  would  result  in 
unnecessary  hardship  to  the  owner. 

Hardship  results  if  the  restrictions  applied  to  a 
particular  property  become  arbitrary,  confiscatory,  or 
unduly  oppressive  because  of  conditions  of  the  property 
that  distinguish  it  from  other  properties  under  similar 
zoning  restrictions. 

In  applying  for  any  appeal,  the  applicant  bears  the 
burden  of  introducing  sufficient  evidence,  through 
testimony  or  otherwise,  to  persuade  the  Board  that  the 
appeal  should  be  granted. 

During  the  year  the  Board  accepted  a  request  by  John 
Stinchfield  to  continue  his  term  as  an  Alternate.   The 
Board  thanks  John  for  his  good  service  to  date,  and 
looks  forward  to  his  continued  participation.   George 
Saunders  was  nominated  to  complete  John's  term  as  a 
primary  board  member,  in  recognition  of  his  active 
participation  over  the  year.

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MONADNOCK  FAMILY  SERVICES 
Town  of  Harrisville 

Monadnock  Fcimily  Service  provides  a  full  range  of  treatment  for 
individuals  who  need  counseling  or  are  experiencing  a  mental  disorder. 
There  are  no  restrictions  based  on  diagnosis,  age  or  income.  The 
Peterborough  District  Office  is  open  five  days  and  three  nights  every  week, 
and  we  provide  24  hour  emergency  services  7  days  a  week.  As  a  part  of  the 
coverage,  Monadnock  Family  Services  staff  also  provide  crisis  services  to 
Monadnock  Community  Hospital  emergency  room  and  to  patients 
admitted  to  the  medical  units  upon  physician  request. 

It  is  our  goal  to  maintain  quality  services  to  residents  of  our  catchment 
area,  and  to  provide  for  the  identified  counseling  needs  of  the  community. 

Last  year  the  Monadnock  Family  Services  served  over  924  individuals  in 
your  area  with  more  than  1 7,094  visits  for  direct  treatment.  Also  available 
through  our  agency  are  psychiatric,  case  management,  housing  and  day 
treatment  services.  This  figure  is  reflective  of  open  cases  and  does  not 
contain  those  individuals  who  may  have  been  seen  as  adjunct  member  of 
treatment  (i.e.,  family  members,  school  personnel,  legal  or  other  sources  of 
referral). 

This  past  year,  for  the  town  of  Harrisville  we  provided  301  visits  for  direct 
treatment.  Of  the  15  open  cases,  5  were  male  and  10  were  female. 

4  of  these  individuals  were  certified  as  chronically  or  severly  mentally  ill,  as 
per  New  Hampshrie  Department  of  Mental  Health  guidelines.  The  average 
fee  for  service,  paid  by  the  client,  Wcis  (less  than)  $.71  per  hour. 

Primary  referral  sources  were  as  follows:  self-referred,  physicians,  schools 
and  clergy,  in  that  order. 

The  dollar  amount  requested,  based  on  population  figures  is  $980.00. 

MFS  senior  day  care  program  provided  over  3,300  hours  of  service  to 
elderly  residents  ant  their  families;  many  of  those  in  the  program  have 
Alzheimer's  Disease  or  related  Illnesses  due  to  aging. 
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GRAND  MONADNOCK  ARTS  COUNCIL 

The  Grand  Monadnock  Arts  Council  is  a  non-profit  community  arts 
organization  which  depends  largely  on  donations  and  regional  support.  We 
provide  many  services  that  would  be  accessible  to  the  Town  of  Harrisville. 
We  are  working  very  hard  to  mcike  the  Arts  Concil's  services  reach  as  many 
people  as  possible  in  all  the  surrounding  towns  as  well  as  in  Keene. 

The  Arts  Council  is  a  major  community  arts  organization,  with  services 
that  benefit  people  in  towns  throughout  the  Monadnock  Region.  Some  of 
the  services  we  provide  are  to: 

•  Act  as  a  clearing  house  and  resource  center  for  arts  information. 

•  Administer  the  Arts  for  Special  Audiences  program  funded  by  the 
Monadnock  United  Way,  which  sends  performers  and  artists  to  nursing 
homes.  Friendly  Meals  sites.  Day  Care  Centers,  Senior  Citizens  groups  and 
organizations  that  help  mentall  y  and  physically  handicapped. 

•  Present,  with  the  Horatio  Colony  House  Museum,  a  cultural  series  which 
is  free  to  the  public. 

•  Administer  Arts  in  the  Library  services,  a  reading  incentive  program  that 
travels  to  cdl  the  regional  town  libraries  and  offers  rich  cultural  experiences 
with  no  admission  charge  and  free  quality  books  to  participating  children. 
This  program  is  funded  in  fuU  by  First  Northern  Bcink  of  Keene. 

The  Grand  Monadnock  Arts  Council  is  continually  working  to  live  up  to  its 
name  as  regional  arts  agency.  We  do  need  and  greatly  appreciate  your 
support.

At  this  district  meeting,  as  on  two  previous  occasions,  Harrisville  voters 
will  be  asked  to  support  a  plan  for  the  expansion  of  Wells  Memorial  School. 
The  previous  vote  en  this  question  was  heartbreak ingly  close  and 
disappointing  to  those  v^ho  v/orked  so  very  hard  to  rally  support  for  the 
expansion  of  the  school.   To  the  credit  of  the  Harrisville  Facilities 
Committee,  the  school  board  and  staff,  and  all  other  interested  citizens, 
enthusiasm  and  optimism  remain  high  that  this  plan  will  meet  with  success 
at  this  district  meeting. 

Dorothy  Frazier  and  her  staff  have  dealt  with  critical  space  shortages  for 
the  last  few  years  with  a  high  degree  of  professionalism.   Providing  spaces 
for  related  services  and  support  programs  has  been  at  a  critical  stage  for 
some  time.   Every  available  space  is  being  taxed  to  the  limit,  as  those  of 
you  who  visit  can  certainly  attest.   The  quality  of  education  in  the 
classroom  continues  to  be  superior  and  the  morale  of  the  staff,  given  the 
circumstances  in  which  they  work  remains  positive. 

Many  sincere  people  have  spent  countless  hours  diligently  reworking  the 
plan  and  making  every  effort  to  present  an  option  which  will  cost  you  the 
least  possible  numbers  of  dollars,  and  yet,  provide  for  the  needs  of  the 
children.

PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

We  opened  the  1989-1990  school  year  with  80  students.    Currently  there  are  78  students 
enrolled  in  the  following  grades:

We  continue  to  use  multi-age  grouping  for  our  primary  students  (grades  1  through  3).  The 
staff,  parents,  and  students  have  seen  the  significant  benefit  this  grouping  has  offered  the  Wells 
Memorial  students.  Students  are  allowed  to  progress  through  the  primary  program  as  they 
individually  develop  the  necessary  skills.  We  have  also  found  that  students  with  special  needs 
are  easily  Integrated  with  the  mainstream.  Our  teachers  of  the  two  multi-age  classrooms  are 
Patricia  Gould  in  Room  1  and  Jeanette  Yardley  In  Room  2. 

The  number  of  students  in  our  Intermediate  unit  (grades  4  through  6)  has  grown  from  29 
students  last  year  to  38  students  this  year.  This  has  resulted  in  our  developing  a  different 
grouping  pattern  this  school  year.  Kathleen  Haley-Frick  is  teaching  grade  4  in  Room  3.  Karin 
Pratt  and  1  are  teaching  grades  5  and  6  tn  Room  4.  Karin  teaches  half  of  the  school  day, 
allowing  me  to  address  responsibilities  as  the  principal  of  the  building  and  to  work  with  the 
sixth  grade  class  to  ensure  a  successful  transition  to  the  Keene  Junior  High  School.  The 
increase  in  the  Intermediate  enrollment  has  resulted  tn  Room  4  becoming  a  full  classroom. 
This  has  greatly  restricted  the  use  of  Room  4  as  a  multi-purpose  area  for  the  school  and  for 
public  use  by  the  community.  The  cooperation  of  the  staff  and  the  community  has  made  this 
very  difficult  situation  workable. 

This  year  Alexandra  Heatley  joined  our  staff  as  our  new  Special  Educator,  replacing  Karin 
Pratt.  Alexandra  provides  direct  Instruction  to  students  identified  as  educationally  handi- 
capped under  the  provisions  of  P.L.  94-142.  Kathertne  Staples  is  also  employed  as  part  of  our 
special  education  staff  as  a  special  needs  aide. 

BeAnn  Lake  has  continued  to  work  as  the  school's  library  aide  and  has  become  the  school 
secretary.  Her  responsibilities  Include  managing  the  hot  lunch  program,  attendance, 
purchasing,  and  general  communication.  Carrie  Sheehan  is  our  cook.  Thanks  to  Mrs. 
Sheehan,  our  students  enjoy  delicious  lunches.  Ted  Beauregard  has  joined  us  as  the  custodian, 
replacing  Ralph  Stone.   Ralph  left  us  this  year  to  work  at  Keene  High  School. 

This  year  our  Chapter  II  grant  was  developed  to  continue  to  purchase  educational 
equipment  for  the  school.  Through  this  grant,  we  are  able  to  purchase  needed  equipment 
without  adding  to  the  town  tax  burden. 

With  Chapter  I  money  we  offered  a  summer  program  for  those  students  needing  assistance 
In  reading.  This  program  has  offered  many  students  the  intervention  needed  to  ensure  their 
success  during  the  school  year.  Mrs.  Gould  was  the  teacher  this  past  summer  and  Mrs.  Staples 
assisted  her. 

We  appreciate  the  support  the  community  has  given  to  the  staff  and  students  at  Wells 
Memorial  School.  It  Is  this  support  that  allows  our  children  in  Harrisvllle  to  experience  a 
positive  educational  experience.
